WHO BENEFIT 


Ottawa learns that the cane sugar re- 
fineries have been buying up the beet 
sugar factories, possibly with a view to 
putting them out of business, ‘That puts 
rather a different complexion on the pro- 
posal to place a duty on sugar for the 
benefit of the beet sugar factories and 
farmers, 

The public might, and probably would, 
be willing to pay a trifle more for sugar 
if that would put the beet growing indus- 
try on its feet and make the country more 


nearly self-sustaining in the matter of 
sweetening. But it is a very different 


proposition that the price of sugar in Can- 
ada should be hoisted for the benefit of 
cane-growers in Cuba and the Fiji Islanas 
and of refineries which seem to have been 
doing a profitable business on the present 
basis. 


PROGRESS VERSUS THE MILL RATE 


Mayor Wouglas takes solid ground 
when he says Edmonton cannot afford to 
halt progress through fear of adding a 
mill or so to the tax rate. The statement 
is less an argument than a fact. 

Low taxes are of course desirable and 
des'ved; sometimes more desired than de- 
sirable. But low taxes never made a city 
great. And low taxes at the expense of 
stalling civic enterprise are the most ruin- 
ous kind of high taxes, Relatively high 
taxes are more easily paid in a live com- 
munity than low taxes in a dead one. 

Edmonton, under pressure of necess- 
ity, tried for many years the expedient of 
keeping down the tax rate by neglecting 
to repair outworn improvements and by 
postponing the undertaking of new ones. 
The result of the experience is surely con- 
vincing. We are paying for it now, by 
having to do the repairing and the de- 
layed construction at the same time. 

Edmonton taxpayers will readily admit 
that the rate is high enough. But the rate 
has not gone up because money is being 
spent prematurely, or spent for improve- 
ments that are not needed. On the con- 
trary, the rate is up because in past years 
we did not and could not carry on a policy 
of systematic improvement on even 4 
moderate scale. 

Civie economy does not consist in re- 
fusing to spend money, but in spending 
with a reasonable regard to the circum- 
stances and prospects of the city and in 
getting value for the money spent. Situat- 
ed as Edmonton is, it is more important to 
spend well than to spend less. 


A RECORD OF ECONOMY 


These are bad times for the National 
Railways. They are bad also for privately 
owned railways. But as the National 
system is owned by the taxpayers of the 
country, who must make good its losses 
if any, the influence of conditions upon 
the revenues of that syslem arouse a mea- 
sure of attention, and perhaps of criti- 
cism, that is not given to the difficulties 
of other systems. If the C. P. R. loses 
money, or fails to make money, it is the 
shareholders who must do the worrying. 
If the National goes behind, the public 
have to make good the deficit. 

In a speech at Winnipeg a few days 
ago Sir Henry Thornton put into a single 
paragraph the outstandingly important 
fact that the public would do well to keep 
in mind at this juncture. “In 1930 our 
gross revenues were the same as in 1922. 
But our expenses were $17,000,000 less 
than in 1922. And if allowance is made 
for reductions in freight rates and for in- 
creased wages paid, we can say we have 
handled the same amount of business with 
$22,000,000 less expense. These figures 
speak for themselves.” 

That is the long view of the National 
onerations in their financial outcome. 
These three or four sentences tell the 
story of the kind of management the Na- 
tional system has had during the last 
eight years, It is doubtful if any other 
railway system on the continent can make 
so good a showing. There is no reason to 
suppose. that any different handling 
of the National would have made a better 
showing. And there is every reason to 
know that a less capable management 
would have made a worse one. 

The taxpayers will be making no mis- 
take if they keep these figures at hand, 
especially if—as Sir Henry seems to hint 
~allacks upon the National system are 


now in the making in some quarter or 
other, 


A REAL PROBLEM 


With several hundred unemployed 
men parading the streets every afternoon, 
Edmonton people are being kept conscious 
of the reality of the unemployment prob 
lem. Aid when it is recalled that we are 
nearing the end of April, and that spring 
farm work is going on apace everywhere, 
it is being made clear also that the prob 
lem is a continuing one. It has not van- 
ished, and apparently is not vanishing, 
through an exodus of men from the city to 
the farm, 

The one cure for unemployment is em- 
ployment. Where this is to be found, and 
who is to supply it, are the questions of 
moment, Obviously there is not work in 
the city, nor any prospect of it, to meet 
the demand. And with the farms me- 
chanized to a degree they never were be- 
fore, and farmers unable to pay help if 
they needed it, the “back to the land” 
prescription does not appear to offer any 
immediate hope of relief. 

One thing is certain, The city cannot 
continue to provide for bona fide resi- 
dents who have suffered the loss of jobs 
through the industrial and business subsi- 
dence, and also support hundreds of men 
who have drifted in from the country or 
from other centres during the past year. 
There is a limit to the depth and contents 
of the taxpayer's pocket, and he simply 
cannot provide relief work or free meal- 
tickets winter and summer to men who 
have no real claims upon him. 

The one hope of easing the situation 
appears to be that the Provincial Govern- 
ment might open up highway construction 
camps and absorb a large amount of the 
“floating” labor supply in road work. If 
that were done the city would have quite 
as much as it can properly be expected to 
do in handling that part of the unemploy- 
ment problem that is represented by the 
actual resident of the city who has a fa- 
mily to ‘support.

Coal Mining Stopped Under Streets, Lanes 


LONG ACTION 
NOW SETTLED 
BY JUDGMENT 


City Wins Action Against 
Penn Mine Coal Com- 
pany Friday 


In a judgment handed down in the 
supremé court on Friday afternoon by 
Mr, Justice A. F. Ewing in the action 
City of Edmonton vs. Penn Mine Coal 
Company, Lid., and Penn Mines, Ltd., 
the defendants are restrained from 
working or extracting any of the 
seams of coal or coal mines in any 
portion of the ground under or within 
50 feet of the streets and lanes of the 
city and under or within 50 feet of 
any portion of the city’s street rail- 
way system, sewer and sewage dis- 
posal system or within 60 feet of its 
trunk sewer along the east side of the 
penitentiary reserve, or within 50 feet 
of any other city utility, building, 
erection or other structure or within 
300 feet of any portion of the city's 
said streets or properties immediately 
above the hill or on the hill in River 
Lots 16, 18 and 20, 

LONG BEFORE COURTS 

‘The case has been before the courts 
of the country for about a year and 
His Lordship heard pleadings for both 
plaintiff and defendant on Friday 
after which he handed down a writ- 
ten judgment, 

Defendants are restrained in their 
operations below the hill previously 
mentioned unless thelr methods of 
mining are so altered as to insure that 
no subsidence shall take place in the 
ground as will injuriously affect the 
city’s streets, lanes, utilities and other 
properties, They are also restrained 
from mining except in sets of not 
more than two roads, 10 feet wide at 
50-foot centres and the set not to be 
less than 300 feet apart. They are 
further restrained from entering in 
upon or under that portion of Jasper 
avenue west of the west boundary of 
the penitentiary reserve to 92 street 

The matter has been refetred to the 
clerk of the court for assessing mone- 
tary damages 

At the same time His Lordship 


heard pleadings in the action City of 


Edmonton vs, Penn Mines, Ltd.; Penn 
Mine Coal Company, Ltd, J. B 
Starky, J. H. Dowdell and James 
Clyne. 


ACTION DISMISSED 

The action was dismissed without 
costs as agdinst Messrs, Starky, Dow- 
dell and Clyne, 

In this action the city asked for a 
mandatory order directing defendants 
to backfill cavities caused by the ex- 
traction of coal from river lot 20 be- 
tween November, 1929, and February 
8, 1930, a total of 1900 tons of coal, 
for which $3800 damages is sought 

In regard to the two coal company 
defendants, His Lordship again re- 
ferred the matter to the clerk of the 
court for assessment of damages done 
by the operations of the coal com- 
pany, 

Griesbach, O'Connor and O'Connor 
acted for the Penn Mines; Maclean, 
Short and Kane for James Clyne and 
Penn Mine Coal Company; Simpson 
and Macleod for J, H. Dowdell; Parlee,

Care in Digging—Picking | 


| Out Weeds, etc., Helps 


Later in Season 


The weather has been somewhat 


rratic during the past week, and) 


gardening operations are naturally re- 
arded, but it ts quite noticeable how 
the fever is affecting those who have 
a love of horticulture and quite a lot 
of work ts being done 

There is, howover, a danger In being 
too impetuous, and the final result will 
be better if we make haste slowly at 
this period of our labors, 

In shady spots T find that frost i 
still in the ground and not much can 
be done in such places for a week 
or two yet 

Perennials such as peonies, pyreth- 
rum, delphiniums, ete, should now be 
attended to and the surrounding soll 
stirred well, all old foliage, stalks 
ete., cleaned away, while a muleh of 
well rotted manure wil) probably help 
matters considerabls 

If not attended to last fall it wil 
be in order to prepare the ground 
now for sweet peas by trenching deep- 
ly, at least two spades deep, and ap- 
plying a good dressing of well rotted 
manure which should be buried at 
least six inches below the surface 

1 notice quite a few people when 
digging the garden at this time of the 
year, do so without thinking much of 
the future regarding weeds, aud a few 
minutes extra attention now will save 
lots of trouble later tn the season 

Our triend Mr. Dandelion and other 
perennial weeds now make their ap- 
pearance and if picked out while the 
ground ts loose, instead of being bur- 
led, a cleaner and better looking gar- 
den will result. Those of my readers 
who may have a liking for garden 
furniture and can afford to tndulge 
the fancy, will find that some very 
fine material is now being manutfac- 
tured in this city, Sun dials, vases 
bird baths and many other samples 
are to be obtained and there is no
